Southern  Hemisphere  conditions 

The  situation  in  the  wheat  zones  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  shows, 
little  change  from  last  week,     In  Argentina  normal  rains  (0.2  inch)  fell  in 
the  southern  wheat  sone  but  no  rain  was  reported  in  the  north  during  the 
week  ending  June  27,  according  to  reports  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bu- 
reau.    Much  colder  weather  prevailed  with  the  temperature  varying  from  7 
degrees  P.  below  normal  in  the  north  to  14  degrees  F.  in  the  south.  No 
change  has  been  reported  in  Australia  where  rain  was  previously  needed. 

Wheat  movements  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat  including  wheat  flour  from  the  United  States  for 
the  week  ending  June  25  were  2,085,000  bushels,  bringing  total  exports  for 
the  season  up  to  215,242,000  bushels  as  compared  with  104,864,000  bushels 
for  the  same  period  last  year.     Net  exports  for  the  season  are  202,000 , 000 
bushels , 

Canada 

The  stocks  of  wheat  in  store  in  the  Western  Inspection  Division  of 
Canada  on  June  24  showed  little  change  from  the  previous  week,  being 
33,019,000  bushels  as  compared  with  33,246,000  bushels  the  previous  week 
and  28,452,000  bushels  a  year  ago.    At  Port  William- Port  Arthur  21,296,000 
bushels  were  in  store,  and  1,617,000  bushels  at  Vancouver.     Receipts  in 
the  Western  Division  during  the  week  were  5,616,000  bushels  and  shipments 
were  5,894,000  bushels. 

Receipts  at  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  for  the  week  were  1,926,000 
bushels  making  a  total  of  241,435,000  bushels  for  the  season  as  compared 
with  252,912,000  bushels  for  the  same  period  last  year.     Shipments  from 
Fort  William-Port  Arthur  during  the  week  were  2,678,000  bushels,  making  a 
total  of  231,221,000  bushels  for  the  season  as  compared  with  241,418,000 
bushels  last  season.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  were  179,000  bushels  and  ship- 
ments were  299,000  bushels.     Total  receipts  for  the  season  are  43,354,000 
bushels  and  total  shipments  40,704,000  bushels.     No  wheat  was  received  at 
or  shipped  from  Prince  Rupert.

Exports  of  corn  from  Argentina  continue  heavy,  the  export  of 
9,600,000  bushels  for  the  week  ending  June  25  being  the  heaviest  so  far  this 
season*     Prices  nevertheless  have  been  well  maintained,  and  are  even  grad- 
ually increasing.     The  price  for  August  delivery  at  Buenos  Aires,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  to  the  New  York  "Journal  of  Commerce",  had  reached  70*25  cents 
on  June  28,  and  the  price  for  September  delivery  had  reached  71*5  cents. 
The  margin  between  the  Chicago  and  Buenos  Aires  prices,  which  for  the  v/eek 
ending  June -21  had  remained  over  20  cents,  was  maintained  close  to  30  cents 
except  for  Saturday,  June  25,  when  the  price  of  ITo.  3  yellow  at  Chicago  went 
down  to  94,5  cents.    On  this  date,  the  spread  between  the  Chicago  and  Buenos 
Aires  prices  was  only  24*75  cents*     Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States 
lor  the  week  ending  June  25  were  212,000  bushels  which  were  about  the.  average 
for  the  past  six  weeks  when  exports  have  been  running  low,    So  far  as  June 
reports  are  available,  they  indicate  that  exports  of  corn  from  South  and 
Jiast  Africa,  the  Danube,  and  Russia  have  been  falling  off  somewhat* 

BARLEY 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  during  the  last  three  weeks  in 
the  acreage  or  condition  of  barley.     The  area  sown  to  barley  remains  more 
than  3  per  cent  smaller  than  that  of  last  year,  according  to  reports  represent- 
ing about  40  per  cent  of  the  world,  acreage.     The  condition  of  barley  in  Hungary 
on  June  25,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture, 
while  not  so  good  as  at  the  same  time  last  year.,  is  about  8  per  cent  better 
than  the  average  for  the  last  five,  years  at  the  same  date*    Stocks  of  barley 
in  store  in  the  Western  Division  of  Canada  were  low  on  June  24,   amounting  to 
only  a  little  more  than  2,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  more  than  6,000,000 
bushels^pn  the  same  date  last  year*    Exports  from  the  United  States  for  the 
week/June"^  were  160,000  bushels,   the  smallest  export  since  the  week  of  i»3ay  28, 


OATS 

The  acreage  of  the  12  countries  reporting  oats  for  1927,  representing 
a  little  more  than  half  of  the  world  acreage,  is  a  little  ever  2  per  cent 
greater  than  that  of  last  year,  while  conditions  of  the  growing  crop  compare 
favorably  with  those  of  last  year.     'The  condition  of  oats  in  Hungary,  however, 
according  to  a  cable  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  is  con- 
siderably below  the  condition  at  the  same  tire>d  last  year,  and  8  per  cent  be- 
low the  average  for  the  last  five  years,,     Stocks  of  oats  in  stcre  in  the  Western 
Division  of  Canada  on  June  24  were  only  two-fifths  as  great  as  at  the  same  time 
last  year,  or  3,500,000  bushels.     Exports  of  oats  iron  the  United  States -.for  the 
week  ending  June  25  were  heavy  for  a  single  week,  amounting  to  742,000  bushels, 
the  largest  export  since  the  week  of  May  7,  and  one  of  the  heaviest  of  the 
season. 
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SUGAR 

Cut  an  sugar  crop 

The  grinding  of  the  Cuban  sugar  crop  was  completed  on  June  23 
according  to  a  cabled  report  to  a  trade  paper*    The  final  outturn  is 
said  to  be  slightly  above  the  5,040,000  short  tons  to  which  the  crop  was 
restricted  by  presidential  decree,  a  slight  increase  in  grinding  having 
been  allowed,  to  make  up  for  sugar  lost  by  fire.    Based  on  the  report  of 
estate  managers  as  to  the  quantity  of  cane  they  are  carrying  over,  it 
appears  probable  that  Cuban  production  in  the  absence  of  limitation 
regulations  would  have  reached  5,880j000  short  tons  and  might  even  nave 
exceeded  that  figure,  according  to  a  trade  paper. 

This  is  the  second  year  Cuba  has  restricted  the  amount  of  its 
sugar  production.     The  1925-26  crop  was  limited  to  5,524,000  short 
tons  or  90  per  cent  of  the  original  estimate.     In  1924-25  the  last 
year  of  unrestricted  sugar  production  Cuba,  produced  a  crop  of  5',  31 2  >  000 
short  tons,  the  largest  sugar  crop  ever  produced  in  the  island. 

In  regard  to  the  1927-28  crop' no  steps  have  been  taken  to  restrict 
the  crop  beyond  the  fact  that  the  opening  of  the  sugar  campaign  has  been 
officially  postponed  until  January  1,  1923  and  that  the  prohibition  against 
clearing  of  forest  lands  will  be  extended  another  year,  or  until  July  1925, 
In  a  statement  of  June  7  issued  to  the  press,  President  Machado  says  that 
he  regards  the  restriction  during  the  past  two  crop  years  as  "beneficial 
since  he  believes*,  that  Cuba  has  thus  been  instrumental  in  keeping  the  world 
balance  between  production  and  consumption*     He -.stated  further  that  if  con- 
ditions in  the  sugar  market  a  little  later  on  appear  to  warrant  it,  he  will 
decree  some  measure  of  limitation  for  the  coming  crop,     The  national 
Colonos  Association  in  an  open  letter  on  June  23  to  President  Machado  have 
declared  themselves  against  further  restrictions,    According  to  a  trade 
report  there  is  a  possibility  that  natural  causes  will    intervene  to 
make  crop  restriction  unnecessary,    The  continued  drought  is  likely  to 
result  in  a  short  crop  next  year*    Aside  from  the  drought  affecting  the 
young  cane  the  limitation  imposed  upon  the  1926-27  crop  resulted  in  carry- 
ing over  of  an  unusually  large  quantity  of  standing  cane  that  was  ready 
for  harvesting  during  the  past  campaign,     in  many  places  this  cane  is 
dried  down  to  the  very  roots,  while  in  other  sections  where  its  growth 
had  not  been  halted  entirely  it  is  tasseling  more  or  less  profusely.  In 
neither  case  is  such  cane  likely  to  give  a  normal  yield.     The  statement 
is  made  that  even  with  heavy  rains  from  now  on  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
would  be  possible  to  bring  the  crop  up  to  normal  yield. 

Sugar  beets., 

weather  conditions  in  .Europe  during  the  first  half  of  June  have 
not  improved  very  much  over  the  previous  month*     Bright  and  sunny 
wea.ther,  which  was  especially  needed  in  Germany  and  Czechoslovakia 
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(See  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  June  27,  page  850),  occurred  the  first 
few  days  in  June  only  to  "be  followed  by  general  rains  and  a  lougr 
temperature,  according  to  a  trade  report  of  June  15,     Taken  aS/ whole 
the  beet  fields  are  in  a  fairly  good  condition  "but  the  crop  continues 
to  "be  "backward  in  development,  from  a  week  to  2  weeks,  according  to  the 
report*    Due  to  the  heavy  rains  and  low  temperature  there  has  "been  very 
little  trouble  from  insect  pests*    Some  damage  is  reported  from  wire 
worms,  beet  flies  and  black  rot  hut  such  injuries  have  not  been  extensive 
enough  to  have  any  serious  effect  upon  the  drop,  according  to  the  report. 

In  France  where  weather  conditions  during  May  were  opposite  to 
those  of  Germany  heavy  rains  fell  during  the  first  part  of  June.,  accord- 
ing to  a  trade  report  of  June  11*    The  sugar  beet  plants  which  ^were  suffer- 
ing from  lack  of  rain  have  improved  greatly  and  condition  as  of  June  11 
was  said  to  be  fair  to  very  good  in  some  places  but  that  a  higher  temper- 
ature would  be  desirable* 

The  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  reports  the  condition 
of  the  sugar  beet  crop  of  Hungary  on  June  25  slightly  above  average,  while 
the  sugar  beet  crop  of  Switzerland  on  June  1  was  reported  as  average.

weather  reports  from  Sgypt  continue  favorable.    Private  reports 
state  that  flowering  has  started  in  the  early  fields  in  lower  Egypt  and 
is  becoming  general  in  Upper  Egypt, 

In  India  for  the  week  ending  June  25  light  to  moderate  rains  were 
reported  from  several  districts,  according  to  telegraphic  information 
received  by  the  United  States  weather  Bureau,     Heavy  rains  occurred  in 
parts  of  Madras  hut  in  the  Punjao  rain-fall  waslight  and  there  was  some 
slight  damage  to  ccttcn  by  pests  and  storms* 

In  the  Tarapico  (Mexico ) district,  farmers  plan  to  plant  little  or 
no  cotton  this  season  due  to  the  poor  result  of  last  year's  crop  and  the 
present  low  price  according  to  Vice  Consul  Money.    Last  year  the  area 
planted  was  about  3,000  acres,  but  only  300  acres  /picked* 

In  Peru  present  indications  point  to  a  crop  about  e "nr..  1  to  that  of 
last  year  (200,000  bales  of  478  pounds)  according  to  Ar/La^sador  Foindexter. 
The  crop  movement  has  heg.ni.  under  very  favorable  conditions.    The  grade  ap- 
pears good  but  ginning  is  rather  poor  and  the  staple  shorter  than  last  year 
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The  European  cotton  demand  situation 

Generally  well  maintained  activity  is  reported  in  the  German  and 
Central  European  cotton  spinning  industry  during  May  and  June,  according 
to  G.  C.  Haas,  agricultural  commissioner,  at  Berlin.     Sales,  however,  have 
again  shown  some  decrease,  and  stocks  in  the  hands  of  the  trade  continued 
to  show  a  rising  tendency.     The  development  of  somewhat  less  active  German 
demand  for  Austrian  and  Czechoslovakian  yarn  and  some  falling  off  in.  Ger- 
man imports  from  these  countries  are  further  indications  that  production 
is  beginning  to  catch  up  with  requirements,  as  reported  a  month  ago.  nev- 
ertheless, the  prospects  for  well  maintained  activity  in  Central Europe ^ in 
the  immediate  future  are  favorable',  as  stocks  are  not  yet  excessive,  sPJ;n- 
ners  are  hooked  up  for  4  to  7  months  ahead,  and  consumer  demand  for  cotton 
goods  continues  strong.  ,       •  •    .  • 


Hie  situation  in  France  and  Italy  is  not  so  favorable.     In  the  for- 
mer country  the  cotton  industry  continues • depressed  and  the  Frencn  sPin" 
ners  '  Association  has  recently  stated  that  ' the  present  activity  can  be 
maintained  only  at  a  loss.     Domestic  demand  continues  unsatisfactory  and. 
export  demand  is  less  favorable.    Recent  weeks  have  been  difficult  for  the 
Italian  industry.    Exports  have  been  practically  cut  off,  and  stocks  are 
again  increasing  at  the  mills,  with  the  industry  apparently  favoring  tne^ 
accumulation  of  inventory  to  the  restriction  of  activity  and  rising  over 
head  costs. 

In  Great  Britain  further  curtailment  of  production  of  certain  counts 
of  yarn  spun  from  American  cotton  has  been  recommended  by  the  Cotton  _arn 
Association,  to  take  effect  July  4,  according  to  a  report  from  the  ijepar 
ment  of  Commerce.     Ho.  change  was  recommended  for  the  production  0±^°ne 
coarser  counts.     The  American  section  was  operating  at  about  75  per  cen 
capacity  the  latter  part  of  June,  but  if  the  above  recommendation  is  ob- 
served the  activity  will  be  reduced  to  60  per  cent  of  capacity.     A  complex* 
statement  on  the  cotton  demand  situation  in  Continental  Europe  may 
in  Foreign  Service  release  C-14. 

TOBACCO 

Tobacco  cultivation  in  the  Protectorate  of  Uyasaland  is  proceeding 
under  ideal  weather  conditions  and  there  is  every  promise  of  a  oumper  crop, 
according  to  an  official  report  on  the  1926-27  tobacco  crop  quoted  W

Ju-np  r  YUG?SLAV  mm®  CROP  PROSPECTS:  Conditions  during  the  second  half  of 
It,?!  I?1"6  favoraMe  for         prune  cror)  in  Yugoslaviaand  it  is  now  estimated 

tne  crop  will  he  about  the  same  as  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  Haas  at  Berlin.     The  dried  prune  production  of 
Jugoslavia  m  1926  amounted  to  about  82,670  short  tons  and  the  estimated  ex- 
portaole  surplus  for  the  1926-27  season  was  estimated  at  49,600  short  tons, 
A  larger  percentage  of  the  prune  crop  in  Yugoslavia  is  expected  to  be  dried 
this  year ^because  of  the  fact  that  brandy  stocks  are  comparatively  large, 
ine  exports  of  dried  prunes  from  the  corning  crop  are,  therefore,  expected  to 
constitute  a  larger  proportion  of  the  total  prune  crop  than  during  1926. 

FRENCH  PRIME  CROP  PROSPECTS  FOR  1927:     Latest  reuorts  from  the  Prune 
d'Snte  region  in  France  are  to  the  effect  that  the  growing  conditions  have 
continued  to  be  favorable  and  that  the  fruit  is  doing  well,  so  that  a  crop 
of  average  size,  or  probably  somewhat  larger  in  quantity  than  last  year  is 
expected,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  Consul  Lucien  Memminger  at  Bordeaux.     The  trees  have  an  abundant  setting 
of  plums,  which  on  the  average  have  now  reached  about  the  size  of  small  cher- 
ries.    On  some  trees  a  certain  percentage  of  this  immature  fruit  has  fallen 
off  but  probably  to  the  advantage  of  the  remaining  plums  and  not  to  an  extent 
likely  to  materially  affect  the  usual  total  output. 

FRENCH  YTALNUT  CROP  PROSPECTS:     Reports  from  the  walnut  producing  region 
of  Southwest  France  indicate  that  the  climatic  conditions  thus  far  this  year 
have  been  very  favorable  to  the  production  of  a  good  crop,  according  to  a  re- 
port received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  from  Consul  Lucien  Memminger  at 
Bordeaux.     The  blossoming  of  the  fruit  occurred  normally,  in  contrast  to  the 
conditions  which  so  seriously  affected  the  crop  of  the  previous  year.  Since 
then  the  trees  have  continued  to  give  every  evidence  of  health  and  strength, 
indicating  complete  recovery,  apparently,  from  any  temporary  ill  effects  of 
the  previous  unfavorable  season. 
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FOREIGN  BUTTER  PRICES  SHOW  LITTLE  CHANGE  .  •  . 

Both  foreign  and  domestic  butter  prices  on  July  1  remained  practically 
unchanged  from  the  quotations  of  a  week  earlier.    With  Copenhagen  at  the 
equivalent  of  32.6  cents  a  pound  and  92  score  in  New -York  aV42.5  the  margin 
continues  somewhat  less  than  the  import  duty  alone.     Other  European  markets 
show  practically  no --.change.    New  Zealand  "butter  is  still  selling  at  about 
the  same  price  as  Banish.     This  is  partly  owing  to  seasonal  increase  in  dom- 
estic supplies  in  Germany  and  partly  to  the  control  measures  affecting  lew 
Zealand  supplies  in  British  markets.    As  late  as  June  25  there  were  ship- 
ments afloat  amounting  to  15,000,000  pounds  from  New  Zealand  while  from 
Australia  the  quantity  had  dwindled  to  3,248,000  pounds.'    A  detailed  state-

THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 

Heavy  European  production  together  with  the  considerable  shipments 
still  arriving  from  New  Zealand  are  keeping  prices  in  European  butter  mar- 
kets close  to  the  low  level  of  a  year  ago  when  the  supplies  as  well  as  the 
demand  were  inter:? erred  with  by  the  strikes  in  Great  Britain.     Since  condi- 
tions affecting  demand  in  Great  Britain  and  Germany  appear  mere  favorable . 
than  at  any  time  since  last  May,  it  is  clear  that  the  heavy  current.'  supplies 
are  now  dominating  the  foreign"  situation.    As  a  result  of  the  generally  cool, 
moist  spring,  pasture  conditions  are  unusually  favorable  in  northwestern 
Bur ope.     Similar  conditions  in  domestic  butter-producing  areas  have  influ- 
enced domestic  supplies  and  prices  as  well.     At  present,  therefore,  the 
price  difference  between  European  and  domestic  butter  markets  is  not  quite 
sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  import  duty  of  twelve  cents  per  pound  and 
foreign  Supplies  are  no  longer  being  attracted  as  they  have  been  for  many 
months.     Imports  of  butter  since  the  first  of  the  year  have  amounted,  uo 
6,452,000  pounds  of  which  only  436,652  pounds  came  in  during  May. 

Prices  of  butter  in  the  European  markets  generally  decline  with  the 
flush  of  production  in  Europe  during  April  and  May,  after  which  they  tend 
to  rise  gradually  until  the" flush  of  the  season  in  the  southern  hemisphere 
in  December  and  January.    May  and  June  prices  in  Great  Britain,  Germany  ana 
Denmark  were  the  lowest  this  year  since  1924.     Since  conditions ,ot  employ- 
ment and  industrial  activity  are  generally  showing  improvement  in  Great 
Britain  and  Germany,  the  seasonally  heavy  supplies  are  the  apparent  cause 
of  the  tendency  toward  lower  prices  in  the  current  foreign  situation. 
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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION,  CONT'D 

Great  Britain 

As  compared  with  recent  y^ars,  the  May  imports  into  Great  Britain 
were  increased  from  all  the  important  European  countries  except  -.Denmark* 
The  total  imports  of  butter,  amounting  to  62^070,000  pounds,  represent  an  in- 
crease of  16  per  cent  over  May,  1926,  and  3  per  cent  over  May,  1925,  Cheese 
imports  totalling  24,651,000  pounds  were  somewhat  heavier  than  a  year  a^  , 
but  not  quite  equal  to  those  of  April,  1925*     Supplies  both  of  butter  and 
cheese  from  New  Zealand  were  increased  over  last  year,  the  increase  in  butter 
amounting  to  50  per  cent*    The  increase  from  Russia  is  also  notable,

AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS,  MAY  1927 

There  was  a  further  seasonal  decline  in  agricultural  exports  in  May  with 
cotton  accounting  for  the  greater  part  of  the  total  recession.     The  index  numbers 
for  all  commodities,  for  cotton  and  for  commodities  excluding  cotton,  however, 
were  all  higher  than  May  of  1925  or  1926,     The  only  group  of  commodities  for 
wnich  exports  are  lower  in  May  of  this  year  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
the  past  two  years  is  that  of  animal  products,  which  is  heavily  weighted  by  hams 
bacon  end  lard.    Exports  of  grains  and  products  are  well  sustained;  fruits  and 
vegetable  exports  are  unusually  high  for  May,  and  tobacco  exports  are  holding  up 
well.
